15 U.S.C. § 1824(7) - Unlawful Acts 

“The showing or exhibiting at a horse show or horse exhibition; the selling or auctioning at a horse sale or auction; 
the allowing to be shown, exhibited, or sold at a horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction; the entering 
for the purpose of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition; or offering for sale at a horse sale or 
auction, any horse which is wearing or bearing any equipment, device, paraphernalia, or substance which the 
Secretary by regulation under Section 1 828 of this title prohibits to prevent the soring of horses.” 

9 C.F.R. § 11.2(b) - Prohibition concerning exhibitors - Specific prohibitions 

“(b) Specific prohibitions. The use of any of the following devices, equipment, or practices on any horse at any horse 
show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction is prohibited: (15) Metal hoof bands, such as used to anchor or 
strengthen pads and shoes, placed less than 14 inch below the coronet band. .” 

Harold Malone showed a horse, “Out on Bond,” in the 74 ih Annual Tennessee walking Horse National Celebration in 
Shelbyville, TN, which had a metal band placed less than !4 inch from the coronet band.
